— In  the  Canada 
Gazette,  and  in  one  newspaper  published  in  the  County, 
District,  Union  of  Counties  or  Territory,  affected  by 
the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper 
published  therein,  then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next 
nearest  County,  District  or  Territory  in  which  a news- 
paper is  published.  In  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and 
Manitoba  the  notices  must  be  published  in  the  like 
manner  in  the  English  and  French  languages.  All 
notices  shall  be  continued  for  a period  of  at  least  two 
months  during  the  interval  of  time  betw'een  the  close 
of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration  of 
the  petition.  Marked  copies  of  the  new'spapers,  en- 
dorsed “ Application  for  Private  Bill,”  containing  the 
first  and  last  insertion  of  such  notice  shall  be  sent  to 
the  Clerk  of  each  House. 

In  the  case  of  an  application  for  the  erection  of  a 
toll  bridge  the  notice  shall  also  state  the  proposed 
rates  of  toll,  the  nature  of  the  structure,  the  height 
of  the  arches,  the  interval  betw'een  the  abutments  or 
piers,  etc. 

A copy  of  the  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk 
of  the  House  in  which  the  Bill  is  to  originate  at  least 
eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  Parliament,  with  a 
sum  sufficient  to  pay  for  translating  and  printing  the 
same  ; and  a further  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  and 
the  cost  of  printing  the  Act  with  the  .Statutes  will  be 
levied  immediately  after  the  second  reading  of  the 
Bill. 

Petitions  for  Private  Bills  must  be  presented  in  the 
Senate  within  tlie  first  ten  days,  and  in  the  House 
of  Commons  within  the  first  three  weeks  of  the  session.

Section  3 is  hereby  cancelled. 

6.  That  that  certain  piece  of  road  gazetted  in  clause 

3 of  By-law  97  is  hereby  cancelled,  and  in  lieu  thereof 
the  road  be  gazetted  as  follows  : — To  follow  the  line 
of  dyking  ditch  on  the  west  side,  a width  of  20  feet. 


from  the  south  hue  of  Section  19,  Townsliip  9,  a 
distance  of  7 chains  north. 

7.  Tliat  the  (.''ouncil  have  power  to  order  the  sur- 
veying, settling  and  marking  the  boundary  lines  of  all 
streets,  roads  and  other  public  communications. 

This  by-law  may  be  cited  for  all  purposes  as  the 
“ Maple  Ridge  Highway  By-law.”
